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DISARMAMENT 

In a striking article recently 
published in America, Lord Cecil 
touches upon a’ fundamental 
aspect of the dominant problem 
of insuring the peace of the 
world. It is inherent in the 
argument that people are as keen 
for peace as ever, but-he does 
not shrink from facing the diffi- 
culties presented by the surge 
of disarmament. His suggestion 
that, instead of “endless argu- 
ment, a “reasonable” ‘disarma- 
ment scheme _ be . submitted to 
outright vote beforé'the General 
Commission, has. the. value of 
simplicity; his assurance that no 


major nation. would brand itself 
28 & real opponent of disarma- 


-ment.is-—certainly---not—beyond- 


probability. Lord Cecil goes- 
deeper when he sees that the 
lack. of confidence, which follow- 
ed the advent of the Hitler re- 
gime in Germany is a’ major 
cause of the present impasse. 


Yet the answer ‘is not in match-'| 


ing suspicion . with suspicion. 
The best way to prevent re- 
-armament of Germany, . Lord 
Cecil indicates, is for the. na- 
tions, by their example, to make 
rearmament impossible.

“The outside world needs to 
be very patient with Japan in 
these days. So many influences 
are playing upon her just now, 
she is facing so many crises at 
one and the same time, that no. 
one knows where he is going— 
except, of course, General. Araki. 
He knows.” There you have 
‘about as. accurate a statement 
of.the position in Japan as could 
be wished for. When a whole 
nation becomes perplexed and un- 
‘certain, it rallies to the one 
man who promises it relief, even 
if it is not sure that he ‘will 
gucceed, it will at any rate give 


1 him a chance. * ‘ 


What are, some of these pro- 
blems which Japan is facing? 
To bogin with, there is the popula- 
tion problem. Ono of, the latest! 
and most authoritative accounts 
of this is by Professor Uyeda of 
the Tokyo University of Com- 
morce, one of the delegates to the 
Banff Conference of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations. Ho points 
out that {t"ls not a question of 
the children who are being born 
or who will bo born in the future. 
Tho problem is what .to do with 
the children who were born between 
ten and fifteen years ago.’ ‘There 
was at that time a sudden rise in 
the birth-rate, which. meang that 
in the near future there will be o 
corresponding increase in’ the 
working population, the men and 
women ‘who have somehow -to find 
places in the economic structure 
of the .country. “Tho children 
already’ born are growing, and 
upon reaching maturity, must, 
either be employed in agriculture, 
industry or commerce, or ‘ must: 
emigrate. Providing employment 
annually for 200,000-260,000 per- 
sons will be a serious problem 
during the’ next’ twenty ~ years,” 
They must either swell the popu- 
lation of the cities or remain to 
increase the already serious pres- 
sure of the popuintion on the soll. 


‘TRADE PROBLEM.. 


Then there is the trade-problem, 
At the moment, to be sure, Japan 
has no occasion for alarm. While 
other countries report a decrease 


-both in —oxports.-and —-in_importe’ 


when the firat six months of this 
year are set over against the 
corresponding period in last year, 
she is able to show an increase of 
60% on exports and 20% on im- 
ports! But what of the future? She 
secs tariffs being built up against 
her everywhere, Ottawa and tho 
failure of . the World Economic 
Conference seem to her like tho 
rumblings which precede an ap- 
proaching storm. Her Indian 


‘trade is menaced, and the Dutch 
. East Indies, to which 


she - had 
looked for a compensating market, 
may be closed at any moment 
against her.. Everywhere govern- 
ments are hanging out tho sign 
‘No admittance to Japanese goods!
